(By Robert L. Bender, United Press 
Staff Correspondent) 
Paris, Jan. 14— President Wilson is 
expected to go before the American 
people after the peace treaty is sign­ 
ed to urge its ratification and solidify 
support for its principles. 
Thus shattering another precedent, 
the President would put the verdict 
of endorsement of the peace settle­ 
ment 
up to public opinion, rather 
than to a hostile congress, it was 
pointed out. 
It is the belief that 
Wilson will tour the country next fall 
to urge new policies that lend them­

He is expected to give the 
key of his policy when he addresses 
congress after his return from E ur­ 
ope.

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ARMENIA SYMBOL OF 
SUFFERING FOR AGES 


Through AII Years of Persecution 
Has Been Faithful to Christian 
Religion.

Armenia, the wonderful little na­ 
tion bo ma .y titties overpowered but 
lever overcome, -• acc 
by the 
world 
as the symbol 
of 
suffering 
Since the year .111, when the Armen 
sans first 
inclined the hostility of 
Home because they had adopted the 
< hristian 
faith, 
down 
through 
the 
centuries to the present time the e 
people have been persecuted for their 
tenacity in the profession of Chris­ 
tianity. 
But persecution has only in 
creased their fidelity. 
Today those who have escaped the 
horrible 
massacres 
perpetrated 
by 
their oppressors are homeless wand 
erers. 
scattered 
througnout 
Asia 
Minor and many are found in the 
Caucasus under Russian rule. 
They 
have shown remarkable tenacity In 
preserving their individuality as a 
people and the ability to recover from 
disaster. 
They were the earliest na­ 
tion to become Christian and have 
as a nation steadily adhered to the 
faith, although thousands of their 
number have suffered martyrdom on 
account of their religious belief. 
The last Armenian king surrend­ 
ered to Egypt in 1375 and never since 
has the nation been strong enough to 
regain its freedom, surrounded as it 
is by hostile tribes and cut off from 
help from western nations. For over 
a thousand years they have been un­ 
der Turkish oppression, but although 
tkey are a subject race and have had 
the most fearful atrocities practised 
on them, they have retained their 
racial 
purity 
and 
customs, 
their 
steadfastness in the Christian faith 
and their language 
On account of 
their religious belief and their sane 
habits of life, they have managed to 
keep their intellectual vigor and phy­ 
sical strength. 
The Turks have always been jeal­ 
ous of the ability and. intelligence of 
the Armenians and have feared their 
shrewdness 
In proportion to their 
number, they have acquired far more 
of the wealth of the land than tile 
Turks and this has aroused the envy 
of their rulers. 
Turkey has tried to 
abolish the Armenian question 
by 
abolishing the Armenians. 
The Turkish government, with the 
approval if not with the direct co 
operation of Germany, has tried to 
exterminate an entire people whose 
chief offense was industry and whose 
unforgiving crime was the profession 
of Christianity. 
As Belgium by her 
heroic resistance 
against 
Germany 
saved Paris, so Armenia by refusing 
to join Turkey, stood loyal to the 
Allies and made it impossible for 
Germany to carry out her plans in 
the Caucasus. 
The American Committee of the 
Armenian and Syrian Relief is ask 
ing the people of this country for 
$30,000,000 to meet the immediate 
needs of the sufferers In the Near 
East 
who 
have 
been 
driven from 
their homes and deprived of their 
means of livelihood. 
More than one 
million Armenians and Syrians in 
Turkey and western Asia have per­ 
ished during the past two years from 
exposure, starvation, disease, heart­ 
less deportation and cruel massacre 
There are still two and a half mil­ 
lions of homeless and destitute peo­ 
ple in Armenia and Syria, and at 
least 
400,000 of these are children 
without fathers and many of them 
without mothers. 
They are experi­ 
encing a living death, enduring the 
horrors of hunger and the tortures 
of want. 
The Armenian tragedy is one be­ 
fore which the tragedy of Belgium 
pales. 
Other martyred nations have 
had their friends and been provided 
with help, but Armenia has been virt­ 
ually cut off from outside aid. left to 
bleed, to suffer and die. A little more 
and an entire Christian nation wiil 
have perished from the earth. 
These 
tw*o 
million 
five 
hundred 
thousand Armenians can be saved 
from final starvation only as Ameri­ 
ca appreciates their awful condition, 
and extends the helping hand of fel­ 
lowship and sympathy. 
Indiana’s quota of the national fund 
Is $629,172. 
It is estimated that $•"> a 
month, $60 a year will save a life. 
The amount asked of this state will 
rescue 21,000 people from starvation 
and start them on a self-supporting 
basis. 
The campaign organization in 
this state is completed, county quotas 
have been assigned and several coun­ 
ties h a\e already sent in checks to 
state headquarters at 404 City Trust 
Building. Indianapolis, for the full 
amount of their quotas with the prom­
